ALBERTO Slams Panhandle

As all of you know, the Tropical 
Storm/ Hurricane Alberto came ashore 
in the Panhandle and ARES opened 
Emergency Centers to provide commu- 
nications where needed. The Operation 
worked well and all of the Counties were 
covered. 

Road conditions were reported and 
* lists of road closures were transmitted 
quickly and accurately throughout the 
area. Some of the centers were deacti- 
vated rather quickly because they were 
not needed once the roads became pass- 
» able and the flood stage of the local riv- 
ers subsided. 

In the Western counties, the crests 
of the flooding areas were over in a rela- 
tively short period of time because the 
rivers in that area originated in the Pan- 
handle itself. This meant that no water 
would enter the waterways from either 
Alabama or Georgia. People in the area 
started to get things straightened out at 
their homes. Trees had to be removed 
from where they fell and washed out ar- 
eas were filled in. 

This isn’t the story in the Holmes, 
Washington and Gulf Counties. As I sit 
here writing this (7/11/1994) the group 
handling communications to and from 
shelters, Mobile Kitchens etc. are still 
activated and very short handed. They 
are having trouble manning all the lo- 
cations that still need communications. 

The flood stage with all the com- 
plications that would be caused are still 
to be felt. Georgia was hit very hard by 
Alberto. Areas there, having been hit 
with about a foot of rain, are draining to 
the south; and these three counties will 


not be hit with the full impact of the storm 
until that amount of water moves south- 
ward to the Gulf. It is estimated that this 
deluge of water will arrive somewhere 
between the 15, 16, or 17th of July and 
shelters will need to be kept open. Today 
they were looking for radio operators to 
cover all the emergency centers. Tomor- 
row they will need people to replace those 
on duty today and so it will continue for 
the rest of the week. 

Army Mars in the Panhandle has 
been activated and many of their mem- 
bers have provided assistance. Reports 
are being forwarded to DOMS giving de- 
tails of the continuing problems being 
encountered in the endangered areas. 
(See Army MARS Report column.) 

The many volunteers who have 
worked long hours during the initial on- 
slaught of water right through to this date

need to be relieved. They cannot be ex- 
pected to take days off from their jobs and 
family obligations indefinitely. The long 
hours also are taking their toll. 


I don’t see a solution but I do feel 
that there is an important lesson to be 
learned from this situation. How do we 
maintain emergency communications 
over a prolonged period of time.? A 
major disaster could knock out all regu- 
lar work. This eventuality could release 
Amateurs to act as radio operators; but 
only those who have seen to it that their 
families are provided for first. In the 
Panhandle situation, this major disaster 
was not the type to knock out major work 
centers. Here, the number of radio op- 
erators are limited and the distances to 
travel are long. This is a problem which, 
I am sure, will be well considered.

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FROM THE EDITOR 


In the June issue, I wrote of my 
concerns about the Orwellian Clip- 
per Chip scheme that has caught the 
fancy of the government. It seems that 
I have also caught the attention of 
many of the readers. Thanks to all that 
have sent me clippings from maga- 
zines and newspapers. If nothing else, 
it has prompted people to be alert to 
an issue that has not enjoyed wide 
dissemination in the media or in tech- 
nical magazines. 

I have noted the topic being 
mentioned more often on radio talk 
shows. Most of the discussions are 
more in the form of inquiries. People 
are starting to hear bits and pieces 
about the subject and now are start- 
ing to ask questions. Unfortunately, 
most of the hosts are as uninformed 
as the callers. 

I have seen several shallow at- 
tempts at a comprehensive discussion 
of the Clipper Chip on C-SPAN, 
CNBC, National Empowerment Tele- 
vision and assorted 2-4 minute treat- 
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ments on the major networks. Many of 
the discussions are stilted by the govern- 
ment spokesmen who are adept at chang- 
ing the focus of the discussions and ques- 
tions to how the Clipper Chip is going to 
fight crime and terrorism rather than the 
greater issue of how the government will 
have access to personal, business, and 
medical information of ordinary citizens. 

I get some comfort in seeing that a 
broad spectrum of the news media, who 
are perceived as being very liberal, are 
speaking out against the Clipper Chip 
scheme. It may be too early to go into. 
convulsions over the chip but at last, the 
subject is a matter of public knowledge. I 
have the feeling that the clipper chip is- 
sue will become the technological light- 
ning rod equivalent of the political issue 
of gun control. 

I don’t know how you all feel but I 
think I would have a very unpleasant feel- 
ing everytime I used one of my electronic 
gadgets or picked up my phone, know- 
ing that my “big brother” might be lis- 
tening in. //ger

NET MGR, SMSFL: Some observations 
made on several phone nets and not lim- 
ited to any one net: NCS’s should not 
begin transmitting so quickly when, for 
example, asking if there are any return- 
ing stations. Often, the second and third 
stations double with an NCS who re- 
sponds too quickly to the first station. 
Also, all of the nets state that the net is 
directed. One thing fundamental to this 
is that stations should not offer relays, 
answer questions, etc unless and until 
recognized by the NCS. Stations should 
first simply give their call, e.g. “PFK” or 
WA4PFK, and wait for recognition by the 
NCS. These are things which can cause 
unnecessary confusion on any net and is 
inexcusable in an emergency situation, 
which is what we are training for! Net 
Control Stations for June were: NCS 
EARLY: WD4KBW, K4SCL, WD4HHH, 
KC4ZHN, WA9VND and WA4PFK. 
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NCS LATE: K4RBR, K4SCL, 
WD4HHH, W4VZ, WA9VND and 
WA4PFK.

First 120 GHz 


contact 


Tom Williams, WA1MBA, and Jim 
Mead, WB2BYW, have made what is 
believed to be the first contact on the 120- 
GHz amateur band. Their CW contact, 
over a 1.15-km path, was made with both 
in grid FN32rj, at 1214 UTC, July 11, 
1994. They made contact first at a dis- 
tance of 2 meters, then 200 meters, then 
950 meters, failed to make contact at 1.9 
km, and went back to the successful 1.15- 
km path. 

The two hams’ equipment con- 
sisted of 11-GHz rigs fed into a harmonic 
mixer, using the 11th harmonic to pro- 
duce 10 microwatts of 120-GHz output 
into 0.3-meter dishes. The mixers were 
commercial units built by Pacific Milli- 
meter Products, and the dishes were on 
loan from the University of Massachu- 
setts. 

These two hams made contact on 
145 Ghz in 1993, and point out that 120 
GHz is more difficult because of the oxy- 
gen absorption at that frequency. Happy 
with their successes, Tom and Jim are 
already talking about the possibility of 
trying 245 GHz next year. 

When asked for advice to others 
who would try worked the superhighs, 
Tom said, “Read a lot. And plan your 
system carefully.” Tom added that com- 
mercial mixers are very expensive (in the 
1000 dollar(s) class), but that experiment- 
ers are starting to come forward with de- 
signs for home brew mixers at reason- 
able prices. 

Congratulations are due WAIMBA 
and WB2BYW for what appears to be a 
new record.

DIGITAL DITHERINGS Joe Burnham, WD4KAV 


Are you ready to get DIGIPEATED, 
SWITCHED and NODED ??!! GOOD... 
it’s time to check out those elements of 
the VHF packet network that help you get 
your packets from “here” to “there”. 

You know by now that you can sim- 
ply CONNECT to another packet station, 
if you can hear that station from your 
QTH. But...what if the station you want 
to talk to (on VHF) is out of range? That’s 
when you use a DIGIPEATER, SWITCH, 
or NODE. 

We’ve already looked briefly at 
DIGIPEATERS and NODES in a previ- 
ous DIGITAL DITHERINGS (see the 
May 1994 Florida Skip.... you DO save 
them, don’t you?)...but here’s a quick re- 
fresher, in case you did the unthinkable 
(committed ‘Skip to the bird cage/litter 
box/recycling bin). 

A DIGIPEATER and a NODE is 
in reality, nothing more than some spe- 
cial software on a chip inside a TNC at a 
remote site in your LAN. 

The TNC that sports one of these 
functions is often linked (by wire or by 
tadio) to ANOTHER TNC with 
DIGIPEATER, NODE or SWITCH soft- 
ware at the same location. 

The grandaddy of all of these is the 
DIGIPEATER. (Here’s a secret... EV- 
ERY TNC can be a DIGIPEATER! The 
DIGIPEAT function has been a part of 
every TNC since that long-ago ancient 
time of 1985 when the TNC-1 was first 
available as a kit). , 

A DIGIPEATER is the packet 
equivalent of a voice repeater...with a 
slight difference. Unlike a voice repeater, 
which requires both a INPUT and OUT- 
PUT frequency, a DIGIPEATER needs 
only ONE frequency. 

What’s GOOD about a 
DIGIPEATER? EVERYONE has one, 
they’re easy to set up (just turn the 
DIGIPEAT function in your TNC “on”, 
and in times of emergency, when all the 
“real” SWITCHES and NODES are 
down...it’s still THEORETICALLY pos- 
sible for you to link up to another station 
that would be otherwise unreachable. 

What’s BAD about a 
DIGIPEATER? It’s“STUPID”. It merely 
re-transmits what it hears, including any 
errors that may have crept in along the 
way. Years ago, when there were only a 
few brave (crazy?) souls on packet, 
DIGIPEATERS were FINE for getting 
around. HOWEVER...with the current 
“Packet Population”... the frequencies are 


a 


simply too congested. The chances of you 
getting a packet DIGIPEATED a great 
distance, error free, are almost nil. 

NODES and SWITCHES were de- 
veloped after DIGIPEATERS, and are the 
“professors” of packet routing. Though 
they both work a little differently from 
each other, and have one important ad- 
vantage over a DIGIPEATER. NODES 
and SWITCHES will REJECT a incom- 
ing packet if it is garbled, and ask the 
originating station to send it again, and 
ONLY transmit it to it’s destination 
(which could be another NODE) when 
it’s error free. 

A simple NODE (Kantronics KA- 
Node for example) works this way. Us- 
ing it, you can connect to another NODE 
or another station...but that’s about it. If 
the station you want to reach is not listed 
in the KA-Node “heard list” you’re out 
of luck. 

A SWITCH (common types are 
NET/ROM, THE>NET and ROSE) have 
another ability. They can ROUTE your 
data from one place to another. This 
means that your destination can be a L- 
O-N-G way away from your NET/ROM 
or ROSE node. All you have to do is (in 
the case of NET/ROM) know the NODE 
that your destination station uses....and 
if that NODE is listed in the local NET/ 
ROM NODES list, then you can connect 
to IT and use that final NET/ROM to con- 
nect to your friend many miles away. 

Let’s concentrate on how to use 
NET/ROM (ROSE will be covered next 
time...honest!). 

How do you use NET/ROM? After 
connecting to your local switch (which 
will have a callsign like WPB3 or PSL5 
or MIA) send a “?” to see a list of COM- 
MANDS that you can use, to make NET/ 
ROM work for you. 

You'll see a line similar to this... 

FTPS:N4XEO-5} Bye Connect CQ 
Heard Info Nodes Routes Users 

Here’s what the words mean: 

Bye Send this when you 
want to disconnect from the node. (A 
plain old DISCONNECT from your end 
will work too). 

Connect Type this, 
followed by the callsign of the station or 
NET/ROM node you want to connect to 
(C WD4KAV or C MIA). 

CQ Use this to call 
CQ...i.e. type CQ DE (YOUR CALL). 

Heard Send this 
command when you want to see what 


other stations have been heard on the 
NODE frequency recently. 

Info This will send you 
a brief line or two of text, telling you about 
the NODE. 

Nodes The NODES 
command will send you a list of other 
NODES that NODE you are connected 
to knows how to reach. 


Routes This command 
shows the ROUTES the node uses to con- 
nect to other NODES. 

Users The USERS 


command shows you who else is actually 
USING the node at the same time you 
are. The NODE will show you the 
callsign of the station and the PATH it is 
using to get to it’s destination (the per- 
son or “thing” on the other end of the 
connection). 

You'll probably find HEARD and 
USERS the most useful NODE com- 
mands. 

To connect to W2KGV using FTP5 
(the NET/ROM NODE in TCLAN) I 
would send “C W2KGV”. The NODE 
would then take over, and attempt to make 
the connect . Once W2KGV and I are 
connected we would type away, as 
usual...just as if we were connected “di- 
rect”. 

One of the big advantages to using 
a NODE (aside from increased range) is 
that it ‘stores’ the packets sent by each 
station, and keeps sending them to the 
destination till they are properly received. 
Since the NODE probably has a better 
(stronger) signal than you do, the chances 
of your packet “getting through” and be- 
ing acknowledged the FIRST TIME are 
much greater than if you were connected 
directly to the other station. 

How do you use a NET/ROM node 
to connect to a distant station? First, get 
alist of NODES (send the “N” command) 
and you will see a list like the one below.

If you wanted to connect to a sta-

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Red Cross/ARRL 
Agreement 


Hams should read

There seems to be some growing 
controversy about the recent “flood ma- 
neuvers” and all hams should be aware 
of the new agreement that was signed by 
the ARRL and the American Red Cross. 
The ARRL and hams also have 
agreements with the Salvation Army, the 
National Weather Service, the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) and a memorandum of under- 
standing between the American Radio 
Relay League, Inc. and the National Com- 
munications System. 
The following is a synopsis of the 
agreement as presented in the July 1994 
Issue of the ARRL Field Forum: 


Red Cross, ARRL Pen New 


Agreement 

On April 1, ARRL President 
George Wilson III, W40YI, and Ameri- 
can Red Cross Senior Vice President Wil- 
liam H. Reno signed a new agreement, 
setting forth terms of mutual recognition 
and cooperation between the two organi- 
zations. The League and the Red Cross 
have enjoyed a formal relationship since 
1940. The last time the Red Cross/ARRL 
agreement was in 1974. 

The new agreement calls for closer 
cooperation between local Red Cross 
chapters and ARES organizations. and 
the development of a set of guidelinés for 
the handling of health-and-welfare traf- 
fic by amateurs and Red Cross personnel 
during disasters. 

Red Cross chapters are responsible 
for establishing, coordinating, and main- 
taining continuity of communications

type “C WD4XXX”. 

This weekend, why not sit down 
and hunt up a local NET/ROM node, and 
try some of these commands yourself? 
Try calling CQ, try connecting to a dif- 
ferent NODE. Get a list of stations 
HEARD at the NODE, and then try con- 
necting to one of them. 

Don’t worry, you can’t “break” a 
NODE by giving a wrong command (the 
NODE will send you a error message, 
politely asking that you type “?” for com- 


mands). wees

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during disaster-relief operations when- 
ever normal communications channels 
are disrupted or overloaded. There are 
approximately 2,600 chapters across the 
United States. Each chapter is responsible 
for developing a special disaster prepared- 
ness and relief committee composed of 
the best-qualified volunteers available. 
This committee studies the disaster haz- 
ards of their territory, surveys local re- 
sources for personnel, equipment, and 
supplies, including transportation and 
emergency communication facilities, that 
are available for disaster relief. It also 
formulates cooperative plans and proce- 
dures with local governmental agencies 
and private organizations for carrying on 
relief operations should a disaster occur. 
Disaster Services at national headquar- 
ters coordinates the total resources of the 
organization for utilization wherever 
needed for large disasters. 

The League, through ARRL HQ, 
will continue to have regular liaison with 
American Red Cross HQ. This liaison 
provides for the closes possible coopera- 
tion and direct operational assistance by 
the ARRL in emergency communications 
planning, and in the coordination of 
Amateur Radio communications facilities 
for disaster relief operations. 

Red Cross chapters further this co- 
operative effort by requesting that local 
ARRL ARES and NTS personnel serve 
as Red Cross disaster volunteers for emer- 
gency communications. ARRL ARES and 
NTS volunteers are encouraged to take 
part in pre-disaster planning, and work 
with the local chapter to provide Ama- 
teur Radio communications equipment 
and volunteers, and the meet the needs 
of the disaster communications plan. Spe- 
cific tasks include: 

1. The alerting and mobilization of 
ARRL volunteers in accordance with. a 
prearranged plan. 

2. The establishment and mainte- 
nance of fixed, mobile, and portable sta- 
tion emergency communication facilities 
for local radio coverage and point-to-point 
contact between Red Cross officials and 
locations, as required. 

3. Maintenance of the continuity of 
communications for the duration of the 
ethergency period or until normal com- 
munications channels are substantially 
restored. 

The League will be supplying Red 
Cross with lists of local Emergency Co- 
ofdinators. In turn, Red Cross will sup- 
ply the League with chapter address and 
points of contact which will be shared 


with the Field Organization. 
Health and Welfare Traffic 

The ARRL recognizes that the Red 
Cross, working with officials in the di- 
saster area, may need to establish guide- 
lines concerning the acceptance, trans- 
mission, and distribution of health-and- 
welfare (disaster welfare) traffic by Ama- 
teur Radio. It is imperative that ARES 
personnel handle traffic in adherence to 
the guidelines provided by American Red 
Cross personnel in the disaster area. 

Red Cross chapters, not in the di- 
saster area, may also have the need for 
health-and-welfare traffic handling by 
Amateur Radio. ARES and NTS mem- 
bers are encouraged to work with Red 
Cross chapters to provide this service. 

The Red Cross and ARRL will de- 
velop a specific set of operational guide- 
lines for the management of the health- 
and-welfare inquiry function both at the 
national and local levels. 

Detailed operating plans will be 
developed by the local Red Cross chapter 
in cooperation with local ARES and NTS 
personnel. The Red Cross will recom- 
mend to its chapters that membership on 
disaster preparedness and relief commit- 
tees include representation from the 
ARRL through its local ARES and NTS 
organizations. 

Copies of the new agreement are 
available from the Field Services Depart- 


ment, ARRL Headquarters.

Navigating the Information 
Superhighway 

HAMS have always ventured into 
the uncharted communication waters 
looking for better ways to pass informa- 
tion for the benefit of Amateur Radio and 
for the benefit of the community. I am 
reminded of several examples since I be- 
came a HAM where this exploration has 
paid off with very effective emergency 
communication. In Hurricane Andrew, 
a packet link was established between the 
deployed National Guard and the Armory 
in Cocoa. The link used VHF and HF 
frequencies and provided needed logis- 
tics traffic between the two places. Packet 
is a relatively new venture in Amateur 
Radio but because of the dedication and 
expertise of the HAMS that implemented 
it, Packet works quite well. 

Packet relies on a communication 
device called a modem to transmit data 
over an analog communication link. With 
the exception of direct link communica- 
tion between computer devices using RS- 
232 or Ethernet, modems are used to 
transmit digital data over analog links. 
Phone modems are very common today 
and lately, they have become standard 
equipment along with the CD, the sound 
card and the mouse on many Personal 
Computers for sale. 

Modems usually come with a com- 
munication software package which is 
written to control the modem and allow 
the operator to perform communication 
tasks with a remote device like a Bulletin 
Board Service (BBS). Packet software is 
installed in the mode m frequently so that 
the operator can leave his station unat- 
tended. The packet modem will store 
messages from other HAM's or provide a 
relay point for another HAM to extend 
their range. Less expensive modems use 
a shareware software package called 
Baycom to control a simple modem. This 
approach requires the PC for any activ- 
ity. If you wish to leave the unattended, 
then you have to leave your PC running 
and dedicated to the Baycom software. 

As a general rule with modem 
communications, most of the intelligence 
lies with the data base to which you are 
connected. When you log in to the data 
base, a menu screen provides you with 
options and the commands that activate 


these options. Usually you have to navi- 
gate through several screens before you 
finally get to the place where you want to 
be. Once inside the BBS, as these data 
bases are called, you send a message to 
someone or read a message from some- 
one. The messages can be private or they 
can be public so everyone can read about 
your conversation. Computer files can 
be uploaded to or downloaded from the 
data base. If you have something of in- 
terest to the community, a program you 
wrote or a shareware file that you ran 
across, you can put this file on the BBS. 
Then others can download the file and 
try itout. Forums are common on BBS’s. 
Forums are sub-areas of the BBS which 
have a theme. For example, a forum could 
deal with QRP communication. Within 
the forum, there could be charts of po- 
tential band openings or articles on con- 
struction of QRP rigs. Members of the 
forum could discuss recent contacts or 
difficulties. The larger the area served, 
the more people with similar interests 
could share their ideas. 

So far this sounds great. If you 
haven't tried packet yet, your really miss- 
ing a whole new world out there. But 
how does this relate to my opening topic 
on the Information Superhighway. Well, 
of the principal benefits of this new tech- 
nology is to effectively improve the glo- 
bal flow of information. BBS's will eas- 
ily spread to the edges of the globe but 
with the promise of instant data availabil- 
ity. Phone and packet modems are lim- 
ited by baud rate. Common baud rates 
are 2400 baud (or computer bits of data 
per second) for packet, 9600 for back- 
bones or 14400 baud for phone commu- 
nication. When you consider that a qual- 
ity video image could take an hour to 
transmit at current technology and only 
a fraction of a second in the future, infor- 
mation will be available in a usable time 
frame. 

Here comes the moral of this story. 
Ten years ago, when personal computers 
first started changing the business world, 
many opted to let someone else learn the 
system and just use the hard copy. Secre- 
taries still used typewriters and a word 
processor had the only computer. Busi- 
ness men dictated their letters and read 
accounting reports prepared by an ac- 
counting department. Information 


searches were handled by separate depart- 
ment. The requester asked for informa- 
tion regarding a topic and reviewed the 
printed results. Now, all these functions 
are available within a laptop computer. 
The operator can write documents with 
his word processor software, evaluate cost 
data in his spreadsheet and search a data 
base from his hotel room or even the car. 

The Information Superhighway is 
at the same stage as the PC was Ten years 
ago. Most of the people using the service 
rely on someone else or just hobby with 
it. Soon, this highway will be an inte- 
grated part of our life and now is a good 
time to start learning the roads. A good 
place to start is with a simple Baycom 
Packet kit or log into a phone BBS. Wan- 
der around in the data base and meet some 
of the other residents. After a while, 
you Il be just as comfortable here as you 
are contesting on HF or ragchewing on 
VHF Steve

distance record 

This year’s summer VHF opening 
between Hawaii and California has pro- 
duced a new 2304 MHz world distance 
record. On July 11 at 2321 UTC Chip 
Angle, N6CA, and Paul Lieb, KH6HME, 
made a two-way CW contact on the band. 

The two had spent 13 years attempt- 
ing contacts on most of the microwave 
bands before 2304 MHz was finally con- 
quered. Angle says this leaves only 10 
GHz left in their quest. 

Angle said that the opening con- 
tinued into July 12 and that Lieb and Russ 
Sakai, KH6FOO, have been busily work- 
ing stations on the mainland on 144 MHz, 
many of them mobile stations with om- 
nidirectional antennas. Lieb also is re- 
ported to have worked many stations on 
220 through 1296 MHz. 

KH6HME is on the Mauna Loa 
volcano at 8200 feet elevation; N6CA is 
in Palos Verdes at 340 feet. Distance for 
the contact was 2468.8 miles. An SSB 
QSO was attempted for a few minutes on 
2304 MHz, but was not completed be- 
cause the two rushed to 10 GHz to at- 
tempt a contact there. 

This was an uncommon type of 
opening, with no elevation restriction on 
the California end, along with good 1296 
MHz propagation, Angle said. 

The opening produced another 
record, too, according to a report from 
ARRL Technical Advisor Tom O’Hara, 
W6ORG. KH6HME put his 434 MHz 
amateur TV transmitter on the air, where 
it was copied by Gordon West, WB6NOA. 
West alerted other ATV operators in 
southern California; the second amateur 
to copy the fast-scan video from 
KH6HME was Mike Henkoski, 
KC6CCC, in San Clemente. 

KH6HME did not have ATV re- 
ceiving equipment with him at the Mauna 
Loa site but hoped to try for a two-way 
on July 12.

Basic Packet Radio 

Joe Kasser, W3/G3ZCZ 

Software for Amateur Radio/364 
pages/$29.95

The book, Basic Packet Radio, 
could be more accurately called, the Ev- 
erything you needed to know about Packet 
Radio..and more. My days in packet ra- 
dio date back to when the TNCs were still 
powered by oxen and even the diabolical 
developers of this mode of operation 
didn’t have a clue to what was going on. 

Searching for clues, I would pur- 
chase books that usually ended up giving 
me one more small piece of the puzzle. 

Joe Kasser’s book provides one with 
the puzzle already assembled and allows 
you to take it apart as you see fit. In many 
respects, Basic Packet Radio is eight 
books in one, very well organized, writ- 
ten and indexed. The text is casual yet 
precise; I had the feeling that Mr. Kasser 
was sitting beside me, patiently explain- 
ing the in’s and out’s of packet. Not only 
does he give instruction as to how to per- 
form various operations or change vari- 


ous commands, he explains WHY one is 
doing this. While one is learning the ba- 
sics of getting their gear to operate, one 
is being given a simple lesson in theory 
of operation which in the end, produces 
a good packet operator. 

The book is broken down into the 
following sections or topics: Getting 
Started in Packet Radio, Connecting the 
PC to the TNC, The Local Area Network, 
Connecting to Someone, Extending the 
Range, The Packet Bulletin Board Sys- 
tem, The Packet Cluster, and Other Ap- 
plications of Packet. 

As I said before, I think each of the 
topics above has generated its own sepa- 
rate book but Kasser’s book puts them all 
together on one book, puts the topics in 
perspective and throws in enough theory 
to make you legally dangerous. 

Understandably, Basic Packet Ra- 
dio, leans heavily toward the LAN-LINK 
Program and one even receives a 
shareware version of it when one pur- 
chases the book. After all, Joe Kasser 
wrote the LAN-LINK program and he’s 


proud of it, as he should be. I have used 
the program for many, many years. I have 
tried many different programs but yet to 
have one dethrone Lan-Link as my packet 
program of choice. Although Lan-Link 
is very complex to learn, it is because it 
is complex in what it will do. There are 
not many stones left unturned with Lan- 
Link. 

If you get through the pebbles in 
Basic Packet Radio, you'll be able to start 
turning the big stones in no time at all. I 
highly recommend Basic Packet Radio, 
by Joe Kasser, W3/G3ZCZ for the new- 
comers to packet and the old dogs; they 
could be taught a few new tricks too. 

The book costs $29.95 (add $2.00 
for book rate shipping, $3.50 for USPS 
Priority Mail, $6.00 if overseas). If you 
decide you don’t like the book, you can 
send it back within 30 days for a swift 
refund.

Legislation moves 


forward 


ARRL’s House of Representatives 
Joint Resolution 199 passed a major 
hurdle when key provisions were included 
in H.R. 4522, the FCC Authorization Act 
of 1994, during markup by the Telecom- 
munications Subcommittee of the House 
Energy and Commerce Committee on 
July 14. Sponsored by Rep. Mike Kreidler 
(D-WA), H.J. 199 earlier gained 245 other 
Congressional co-sponsors as a result of 
hard work by the Amateur community. 

The next step is action by the full 
Energy Commerce Committee, and then 


' consideration on the floor of the House. 


Companion legislation awaits action by 
the Senate Commerce Committee. Ifthe 
Senate bill differs from the House bill, an 
additional conference committee decision 
might be necessary before floor action. 
The bill urges the FCC to ‘’continue 
and enhance the development of amateur 
radio as a public benefit by adopting rules 
and regulations encouraging the use of 
new technologies,” and urges the Com- 
mission to make ‘’reasonable accommo- 
dations for the effective operation of ama- 
teur radio from residences, private ve- 
hicles and public areas,”’ and urges ‘’all 


I also received a lot of information 
about the Dayton HamFest from Mel 
(W8GTR). For those of you who like sta- 
tistics, here are some final tallies. 


At Dayton they had 2581 ( yes that 
is correct) FLEA MARKET spaces avail- 
able. We didn’t go out much since we 
Floridians were very cold and wet.

With 
the rain, the aisles were crowded but you 
could find almost everything you could 
ever desire.

— Army MARS 
sends the first warn- 
ing about possible 
flooding to occur in Northwest Florida. 
It would be at least two days before ac- 
tual serious flooding would occur. This 
warning was sent to the Director of Mili- 
tary Support (DOMS) to be shared with 
other Federal agencies when appropriate. 

This early warning is all part of a 
program that was mandated with the pub- 
lication and approval of FM 100-19 is- 
sued by the Department of Defense 
(DOD). The Domestic Support Doctrine 
written into this document specifies the 
use of Army resources to support domes- 
tic requirements with the Secretary of the 
Army acting as the DOD executive agent. 
DOMS plans, coordinates, and executes 
all domestic support operations. It is the 
need for DOMS to have near real-time 
information about the emergency that has 
created a new emphasis upon the early 
entry of Army MARS into the communi- 
cations mode for any emergency actual 
or impending. It is through this essen- 
tial early and on-going information that 
DOMS can validate the requirements for 
its role in the emergency. 

EEI — Essential Elements of In- 
formation. This new acronym has been 
introduced to all Army MARS organiza- 
tions as a priority program. The first in- 
formal use of this technique occurred 
during the California earthquakes in 
January. The EEI program had not been 
formally set up but its importance became 
very evident when it was noted that the 
first information coming to DOMS came 
from Army MARS. Army MARS is 
uniquely qualified to accomplish this role. 
If DOMS wants additional information, 
the Army MARS HF capability offers 
them the ability to ask direct questions 
— which they did. 

Information was relayed to them via 
VHF from the center of the debris to HF 
stations at close-in but relatively unaf- 
fected sites via HF and E-Mail to 
USASQISC at Fort Huachuca, AZ via FAX 
_ to DOMS at the Pentagon. They needed 
additional information and it was ob- 
tained using the HF nets in Southern 
California. Within minutes, DOMS had 
the answer to its query. 

Closer to home, as an EEI Report

Gateway, this station was in an ideal po- 
sition to send a number of EEI reports 
related to the flood situation generated by 
the reverse run of tropical storm Alberto. 
By monitoring and checking into ARES 
Emergency Nets, this station received the 
elements of information that DOMS 
needed in order to plan for their support 
if and when they were called upon. I did 
receive a direct query for specific infor- 
mation which I was able to supply. My 
reports went to the Eastern Area Direc- 
tor who forwarded them to DOMS. 
Modes of operations used included VHF 
voice, HF voice, HF packet, E-Mail and 
FAX. Army MARS prides itself on be- 
ing able to use multi-mode communica- 
tions which will meet the needs of any 
and all of its users. 

The ARES EOC’s and Red Cross 
personnel were most helpful to me in get- 


ting the information I needed to complete _ 


my mission. In listening to all the ARES 
nets, I found that the ARES leadership 
and personnel were doing a remarkable 
job of emergency management. I was 
proud to be a participating ARES mem- 
ber as well as an Army MARS member. 
Many of our Army MARS members are 
ARES members as well, several serving 
ARES as EC’s and in other key positions. 

The question often arises “Is there 
a competitive conflict between ARES and 
Army MARS?” The answer is “NO.” 
There is no competition between the two 
services. 

Army MARS has early entry for the 
purpose of gathering information as di- 
rected by DOMS and Chief, Army 
MARS. Great care is taken, however, to 
not interrupt the flow of information tak- 
ing place in these nets. Army MARS 
members are encouraged to serve in their 
ARES or plain Amateur capacities in any 
way that they can. Many Army MARS 
members have served and continue to 
serve in the flood stricken areas of North- 
west Florida. 

If one were to visualize ARES and 
MARS as a plus sign, ARES is the hori- 
zontal arm with its service locally and 
flow of information and instruction into 
and out of Tallahassee. Army MARS is 
the vertical arm with its obligation to 
serve agencies at the Federal level. The 
two arms meet at one point —geometri- 
cally with no physical dimensions — a

very critical point at which the two ser- 
vices meet amicably for the exchange of 
information and the expression of sup- 
port for each other. 

As I write this column, the emer- 
gency conditions in Northwest Florida 
continue and will continue for some time 
to come. As one ARES/Red Cross NCS 
expressed it, there will be more emergen- 
cies as the waters recede that there are 
now. That was a notion that had not oc- 
curred to me. I knew that the recovery 
phase of this emergency would be most 
difficult but I had not thought about fur- 
ther emergencies arising during this 
phase. It is essential that the Amateur 
Radio Community support the commu- 
nications efforts of the beleaguered coun- 
ties at this time and in the future. The 
support of HAMS from the eastern and 
southern parts of the state has been most 
heartening. 

The Amateur Radio community of 
Florida truly answered the call to serve. 
The service in Florida represents the best 
ideals of Amateur Radio. Congratulations 
to Amateurs, ARES, and Army MARS.
